days, the joint com m ittee and tl.e sub­ 
com m ittee report'd late W ednesday 
afternoon that the mine workers and 
operators could not 
reach an 
agreem ent. 
An adjournment of the 
Joint conference wa.; then taken for 1 
thirty days. 
Both aid' 
had made concessions, I 
the miners abandoning their demands 
for the run-niiue basis and the differ­ 
ential of 7 cents, and settling down 
to a demand for the present scale for 
the ensuing year 
The operators, o n 1 
the other hand, receded from their < 
demand for a 15 per cent reduction 
and demanded that tie- scale of 1900 
which Was readopted in 1901 and 1902 
be adopted. 
This would mean a reduc­ 
tion of about 12 per cent in wages. 
Both sides stood firmly on these de­ 
mands, and when the sub-committee 
reported to the scale com m ittee that 
no progress had been made. and that j 
there was a disagreem ent, the scale 
com m ute im m ediately issued a call 
for the accredited 353 operators and 
557 m iners’ delegates of the joint con­ 
ference. to meet in Tomlinson Hall 
to receive a report incorporating the 
facts set forth. 
When it was found an 
agreem ent 
was 
im possible 
adjourn­ 
ment was taken 
The grounds upon which the miners 
take their stand is that the compe­ 
tition of the operators in the central 
com petitive field and those outside is 
not as keen as the operators would 
have them believe. 
The m iners say

their men have not steady work, and 
that all over the contra! com petitive 
field the cost of living is such at this 
tim e that they cannot accept a cut in 
w ages and m aintain a fair standard of 
living.
